Behind him were massed troops, chosen from 
the thousands dressed in uniform of many colors that 
had lined the pathway he rode with Mrs. Hoover after 
coming from the U. S. S. Arkansas. Just as the presi- 
dential party entered through an archway-on the pag- 
eant field, a twenty-one gun salute boomed him wel- 
come.

For this former train newsboy, 


who entered telegraphy when thc 
grateful father of a child whose 
life he had saved taught him the 
subject, early learned to apply a 
test to his inventive visions. 


It was, in effect, the question 


whether he would find at the end 
of his task a product or a method 
useful to the world. In thc end 
he was credited with more than 
1,300 
patents. 
The electric incandescent light,

Gates That Looked Useless 


Warned Edison of Danger

NEW 
YORK, Oct. 19.—(/P)—In 


a quiet, unfrequented court inside, 
the yards of the Edison plant at 
West Orange hangs one of the 
most remarkable pair of gates in 
the world. 


They are the "Edison gales," 


and although they are made of 
wood they are really an institu- 
tion, something different perhaps 
than any other great man ever 
possessed. 


The public did not see these 
gates.

an avowed disbeliever in immor- 
tality, but in his closing years he 
came to regard the subject from 
an open viewpoint. 
Dr. Hubert S. Howe, his per- 


sonal physician, recalls a conver- 
sation with the inventor in which 
the latter expressed 
his 
Ideas. 


Dr. Howe quotes him as say- 


inar:

"Well, if there is a hereafter, 


it doesn't matter, and 
if there

ter cither. I've lived my life and 
done my best." 


Oft-repeated questions about Mr. 
Edison's religion caused the fam- 
ily to issue a. statement on thc 
subject after his death. Denying 
he was an atheist, the statement

1910 he told Edward Marshall, a 
friend:

The brain? * • • • There 
is no more reason to believe that 
any human brain will be immortal 
than ther.e is to think one of my 
phonograph cylinders will be im- 
mortal." 


If there is a life after death,

•ed him a, medal for his achievements. 


The bill, introduced by Representative Randolph Perkins, 


provided the award to commemorate the work of Edison in 
illumining the path of progress through development and ap- 
plication of inventions that have revolutionized civilization in 
the last century. 


"No living man has more enraptured the imagination nor 


aided the world by his genius than Thomas A. Edison," said 
the report made by the committee on banking and currency 
on the Perkins bill. "It is no exaggeration to say there is no 
other man like him and that millions and millions of people 
all over the earth are his debtors." 


"It has been said," the 
congressional 
committee wrote, 


" 'There is one human brain that has a hard cash market to- 
day in the bu.-,iness and industrial world of $15,000,000,000, and 
that brain is in the head of Thomas A. Edison.1 


'•The $15,000,000,000—within 20 per cent of equaling the

80 and at the age when most men "are In their slippers before 
the fireside grate." 


Concluding its report Ihe congressional committee pointed 


out Edison's work as president of the naval consulting board 
of the United States, a post he assumed in 1915. 


In 1917 and 1918 Edison evolved plans and developed In-

reached after a brief Inquiry dur-

He told the Rotarians Texas wi.s 
making rapid strides in a change 
bver to a dairying program, and 
showed how the South was forced 
to change from the one-crop sys- 
tem just like the North and Mld- 
dlewestern States and some of the 
European states had been forced 
to do years ago. 
He showed how the improved 


cattle in the middle western status 
allowed the farmers to sell dairy 
products 
cheaper 
than 
in 
the 


south because a higher production 
was secured. 


Mr. Reed reviewed the methods 


employed in Denmark, the cooper- 
ative handling of the butter and 
other products, etc. Cooperative 
marketing, etc., must be from the 
hearts of the people before it con 
be successful, Mr. Reed said. He 
said his advice to those starting 
out in the dairying industry was 
to start with one or two cows, 
then gradually increase the herd, 
etc., keep books 
on the cows, 


tabulate 
the 
results, etc., and 


steadily improve the stock and 
thereby increase the production. 


Must Become Dairy-Minded 


"The people must become dairy- 


minded before they will make suc- 
cesses from dairying," Mr. Reed 
declared. 
Mr. Reed rapped the promotion 


schemes put over on chambers 
of commerce and business men by 
high power promoters who sull 
them sites, put up a creamery, 
send in a lot of high-priced cow a, 
qnd then 95 percent of this high- 
handed proceedure is doomed to 
failure, because the people don't 
know anything about the dairy 
business. 


He suggested the farmers get 


two or three cows and then grow 
along, increasing the herd If it Is 
desired, und develop a market for 
the products. 


Mr. Reed said he believed the 


farmers over America were feel- 
ing better and more satisfied this 
year than they had In the last 
six or seven years. In explaining 
his statement, he said, "Misery 
loves company." The farmers hav? 
been in hard shape for six or 
seven years, 
and 
now all 
the 


town people arc as hard hit and 
In as hard shape as tho farmers. 
He said the boys from the farm

nc.uaintancea in Kerens, and re- 
counted some of the days when 
he was a young county attorney, 
and described one of the old cases 
in which the art of "crap shoot- 
ins:" had brought several offenders 
before the judge. 


Kerens, Mr. Johnson pointed out, 


now ha.s all the advantages of a 
large city, and 
with the aid of 


a radio or moving picture shows 
can have (he same entertainment 
that can be given the residents 
of the great metropolitan centers. 


Too much sacrificing and suf- 


fering was done by the pioneers 
of 
this 
nation, Mr. Johnson 
as- 


sorted, for thn present generation 
tn allow the country to fail. He 
declared it itaa an-Uifactory for 


the citizens to criticize their gov- 
ernment and their president, so 
long as they did not fail in their 
love and loyalty to their nation 
and their flag. 
He adjured them to remember 


the troublesome days that faced 
their fathers 
in the days 
just 


after the Civil war when their re- 
sources and homes were gone, and 
how they displayed that wonder- 
ful 
determination 
that 
enabled 


them to rebuild again the most 
wonderful section of the United 
States. 


The United States is the second 


oldest government in the world 
today, Mr. Johnson asserted, and 
is now in its 144th year, and is 
second only to" Japan in age. 


He extended congratulations to 


the citizenship of Kerens and of- 
fered felicitations for future pros- 
perity and growth. 


Immediately after the address, 


Mr. Ross extended the thanks of 
Kerens 
to the speaker of

early history of the community. 


Probably one of the most ex- 


traordinary features of the cele- 
bration was the display in almost 
every store of relics and antiques 
of all kinds, some of them dating 
back more than 300 years. Evi- 
dently old trunks had been ran- 
sacked, family 
albums denuded, 


and the Jiving room table had a 
bare place on it, where the an- 
cient family Bible, temporarily on 
display 
in 
some 
window, 
had 


formerly rested. 
'Four of these exhibits were out- 


standing. One of the leading points 
of interest was one of the win- 
dows of the Ivey Drug company, 
in 
which 
was 
shown a 
hand- 


carved hickory cane, with a rath- 
er 
uniue but 
gruesome bit of 


handiwork. The cane bears the in- 
scription "T. S. Daniel, Kerens, 
Texas, May 23, 1899, Humphries," 
and underneath is the accurated 
portrayal in the wood of three 
men hanged from the same limb 
of a 
three, onc of them with 


feet tied up to prevent his reach- 
ing the ground. 


It was stated as fact that i.ie 


walking stick was carved from the 
very limb upon which the three 
man were hanged as a part 
uf 


an old feud in the Trinity river 
bottom by six members of an op- 
posing group, by Tom Hester, a 
former resident of Corsicana. It

arrest the guilty parties, and they
